"You, an students, should also 
bo Interested in this problem of 
polltibal • reform In Quebec", 
said Pierre Elliott Trudeau .yes> 
terday afternon In the students' 
i Union.

"Democracy is not. advanced 
enough in this province to ensu> 
re a democratic government in 
Quebec or Montreal", said .

THREE ^PROBLEMS

quoted tliese to be; the disunity 
of tiic forces of reform in the 
Province, the weakness -'derived 
from this disunity, and the fact 
that the basic ideologies' of the 
parties In opposition to the'Du- 
plessis government differ.

Today is National Studènt Day. It was set aside by 
the National Federation of Canadian University Studento 
in order to bring the problems of higher education before 
the public all across Canada. 

As serious as the problem mayj^knationally, we in. 
Québec are faced with by far the gravestmuation. We are 
faced with hard facts which do not add" up to a sensible 
solution for the future of our country. In Ottawa there 
are six million dollars waiting for McGill, while in Montreal 
we are waiting for some miracle to happen which will allow 
us to take the money. McGill's professors aïe among the 
lowest paid in Canada. jrcGill's tuition fees are by far 
the largest Its deficit over the past three years has 
.amounted to over one million dollars. 

Meanwhile, back at the ranch — thé provincial 
legislature, that is, — education is only a secondary matter. 
Our devoted M.L.A.'s seem to be more interested in 
perfecting something which they call "autonomy" — 
autonomy, that wonderful vote-getting slogan, which 
changes meaning depending on the time and place. 

In the realm of direct aid to students, the provincial 
government has recently introduced the now famous Bill 
29. Admittedly, it is a step in the right direction, but 
unfortunately, it does not provide for, Arts students. In 
addition, it is entirely to the Minister of Education's 
discretion as to whom will receive provincial aid in the 
form of bursaries or scholarships. In effect, it ia often the 
local M.L.A. who decides. In view of the Uniwi Nationale 
majority in the Assembly, this leaves the stigmd of political 
patronage in our minds. I ; 

There is really nothing much we can! say about 
National Student Day ; we are not in favour of protest 
marches or burning down the parliament buildings in the 
fashion of Guy Fawkes. This is not a programme which 
can achieve immediate success. Rather, it is A long, hard 
struggle to. show- the public that in the long rjin it is for' 
their benefit bnd the futiihi of Canada's that 'we are 
fighting. , ^ ■ 

- Once again, may we emphasize Uiat our, Quebec's and 
even Canada's future is at stake. It is our selv^ who must 
determine the outcome.' .. 

Laughter And Honesty 

A few weeks ago, McGill students were given the 
opportunity of hearing Frank Hanley discuss the educ- 
ation issue. Hanley promised to "give the students hell". 
Hundreds of students jammed the ball room to hear and 
heckle him. 

Yesterday, students were given the' opportunity of 
earing a man who, perhaps more than any other politi- 
^Ily conscious citizen of this province, has retained 
consciousness of the indignities suffered by democracy in 
Quebec, while remaining uncbmprdmised by the temp- 
tations of personal ambition and power. His article in a 
recent issue of the Canadian Journal of Economics and 
Political Science, entiled "Some Obstacles To Democracy 
In Quebec", is perhaps the best concise summation of the 
political situation that exists here. ' ^ 

Twenty students attended. 

Pierre Trudeau spoke in a conversational tone, with- 
out vanity or any hint of flamboyance. He discussed the 
possibility of uniting the opposition to the Duplessis 
government. He stated that the only solution, the only 
possible means of overthrowing the government and re- 
placing it wi& a better one, would be to 'unite the oppo-. 
fition parties on the basis of one fundamental^ belief — 
their belief in democracy. > *•:;>;•. . . -v 

He feels that despite, their opposition on dogmatic 
principles; the oppositibh and reform groupa, can agree 
to a 'minimum' legislation programme pn subjects uuch as 
education, labour, and electoral reform. He admitted that 
the mechanics, of such a union would be difficult to 
arrange. . ' 

To-day is National Student Day. It would be regrett- 
able if it were to be shown that student interest in politic- 
al affairs was based on student desire to observe spect- 
acle and comedy, and not on a serious interest in desire for 
political reform.

According to Mr. Duplesslsj 
this Act decrees that education Ifes outside the scope of tederal power. He 
declares it is a matter for the province alone, and. has described Federal 
aid to education as "an Infringement of provincial autonomy'*.

Our Enduring Shame 

■ Today marks the second lime in the history of Quebec 
that the QUEBEC STUDENT has been published. We 
hope it is the last. 

A year ago tomorrow 150,000 copies of the newspaper 
Avere distributed on the occasion of a province-wide strike ' 
involvingr 22,000 university students. At that time stu- 
dents were striking for the right of their duly elected 
presidents -to meet with Premier Duplessis and discuss 
education problems. We are happy to say that the strike 
did" obtain its primary objective. Duplessis did change 
his mind, and student presidents confronted the Premier 
in an historic meeting at Quebec last December. A djrect 
result of student pressure brought the introdjiction of an 
improved bill for student education loans. Definitely not 
faultless, the bill is at least in the right direction., 

Nevertheless, we are still sorry to ^report that the 
crux of the whole universitji education problem Is still 
'^UrmglyTpréBent In Québec. The financial position of our 
' uhlveraUieiis graver than ever. Elsewhere on these pages 
ice delall the true fads of the case. We cannot overem- 
phasize ihegravily of the situation. In a front page story 
we have pointed out how this affects you. just as much as 
It affects the students and the universities. Nowhere in 
Canada but Quebec is the financial situation of both 
students and universities so precarioiis. 

As early as lOSl'the financial difficulties in higher 
education were becoming increasingly evident, all across 
• Canada. • - . -• . ^ 

The challenge was met. 

Provincial governments (except Quebec's) introduced 
grants of substantial amount for the universities.. 

. The Federal government supplemented the.se by gen- 
erou.s grants which now total over $25 million a year. 

The Quebec government has chosen to interpret the 
British North American Act.as forbidding federal grants 
to universities. Under pressOre Quebec universities have 
concurred.. They do not accept federal money. .Instead 
they receive provincial grants (not both provincial and 
federal as others do) and even this aid is not statutory. 
The Quebec universities never know how much they will 
receive — if anything at all. They, are entirely at the 
mercy of the provincial cabinet which hands out grants 
nt its own discretion. 

We do not propose to dispute the legjility or illegality 
of accepting federal grants. Suffice It to say that Quebec 
universities are being hurt, and hurt badly, by not receiv- 
ing them.
